The application has been amended as follows: Claim 19 has been cancelled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicant's arguments 
regarding US/6,042,474 to Harvey et al. have been found persuasive, specifically, that 
"ventilation unit 10 has only one side [. . .] and has no bottom cover for sliding and coupling to 
the electronic apparatus chassis 70." 

Therefore, allowability resides in the overall structure of the device as recited in 
independent claims 1, 9, and 14, and at least in part , because each of the independent claims 
recites: "an upper cover and a bottom cover, wherein edges of the upper cover and the bottom 
cover are provided with sliding rails on both sides of the first fan and the second fan of the heat 
dissipation module, the upper-cover and the bottom cover are utilized to couple with the first fan 
and the second fan and the sliding rails provide the heat dissipation module with an ability to 
slide and couple to the electrical equipment while the heat dissipation module is being inserted 
into the electrical equipment". 
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The aforementioned limitations in combination with all remaining limitations of the 
respective independent claims, are believed to render said independent claims 1, 9, and 14, and 
all claims dependent therefrom patentable over the art of record.
